His prose volumes included “The |

er’s Enigmas,” “The Kindred of} 
the Wild,” “Red Fox,” “Kings in 
Exile,” “Hoof and Claw,” “The Feet 
of the Furtive,” ‘Children of the} 
Wild,” and “Wisdom of the Wilder- 
ness.” 

Sir Charles went abroad in 1907 
and settled in England. When the 
First Great War started, he en- 
listed as a private in the Legion 
of Frontiersmen, became a lieu- 
tenant in the 16th Battalion, 
King’s Regiment, late in 1914 and 
later was awarded his majority 
after service in France, He re- 
turned to Canada after the war 
and had since lived in Toronto. 
By his first marriage he had two 
sons, Lloyd and Douglas, and a} 
daughter, Edith.
